The Exercises of To-Day. 


Macon Covers Herself With Glory in the 


Entertainment of Her Guests.

Macon, April 14.—To-day the city is wild with 
euthusiasm 

Never perhaps in the history of the southern 
states, certainly never in the history of Georgia, 
has there been acontes! of volunteer firemen that 
bas excited half the interest of the one which opens 
here to-morrow. Nearly one thousand firemen 
from various parts of Georgia and adjoining states 
willhave arrived before 8 to-morrow, bringing with 
them their horses and all the paraphernalia of fires 
men’s warfare. | 

To say that the city is excited to the utmost gives 
buta faint idea of the interest thatis felt. Half 
the words that have been spoken in the last 4s 
hours have relatzd in some way to the interesting 
and exciting exhibitioa for which the most exten~« 
sive preparations have been made. 

There areiun Macon about five hundred firemen, 
each man a brick, and an enthusiastic brick, aud 
the interest in affairsjof this sort is not limited to 
the members of the com panies,butextendstoa very 
large proportion of the population. 

In spite of the fact that yesterday was Sunday 
ihe boys could not keep away from their engine 
houses, but all day long were assembled their in 
considerable numbers discussing the prospective 
contest and caressing their machines with an inter- 
est akin toaffection. 

THE PREPARATION FOR THE TOURNAMENT. 

Everythiug isin trim condition for the tourna- 
meut. Tnetrack isin perfect order, and the red 
flannel sand bag, at the drop of which the boys 
will start, hangs iu its place like a big red apple. 
Itwilldoa livelyday’s work to-morrow. 

At every engine house the scene bas been one of 
commotion for several days. The eight companies 
here will all take partin the contests, and with re- 
ceiving and entertaining their guests, will have 
their hands full. All the companies wiil keep 
open houses during the tournament and the visi- 
tors will be made to feel at home wherever they 
may chance tobe, A bountiful supply of refresh- 
ments will be on hand, and the yisiters will be 
given tO understand that they arein the house of 
their friends, 

For twodays the companies bave been giving 
the finishing touches to their work of clearivg up 
and dressing their machines. There are in Macon 
some very handsome reels of which the firemen 
feel justly proud. They arelight, clear, brightly 
painted and striped, uot the least worn and on the 
track can elicit uothing but applause on their ap- 
pearance. Some of the reels have inferesting his- 
tories and their appearance willdraw out much 
enthusiasm. ‘The Mattie,”’ pretty 
little reel named in honor of Miss Matiie Huff, 
willex:ite the populace to shouts. Preparavion 
has been made for Mccnanic’s reel to make a very 
pretty and appropriate turn out, Miss 
Daisy Daniels, the little fivesyear cld 
daughter of Mr. H. W. Daniels, the engineer of the 
company, will occupy the seat of honor on the 
reel of the procession. Above her will be placed a 
beautiful floral arch and the reel will be decorated 
in other ways,so asto produce a very beautiful 
effect The excellent brass band of this company, 
numbering sixteen men, will participate in the 
parade display, furnishing a portion of the music 
for the occasion. 

As has been stated in THE CONSTITUTION hereto- 
fore, the contests will be On Mulberry street, be- 
sween Second aud Third, an ample enclosure hav- 
ing been constructed to keep the crowd 
off the track. Seats gave been arranged 

or (he special guests and special seats have been 
provided for the young ladies of Wesleyan female 
college, who have been the staunch fiiends of the 
local firemen and have done muchto cheer them 
ap when the boys felt an inclination to#‘droop’’ 
in time gone by. lo return for the compliment 
paid the firemen by the musical entertainment 
tendered them by the young ladies some time ago 
the bors ot No. 5 will on Tuesday night tender the 
young ladiesa magnificent banque: at the civ 
hall, mention of which is also mede elsewhere. 
WHAT IME CONTEST WILL BE. 

For to morrow the reel and hook and Jaddercon- 
vests have been set down avd will provoke the 
wildest interest. 

After ths procession has formed with its right 
resting on Pium street, as early after eight as pos.. 
sible, and has passed to Mulberry street through 
Second, Pine, Fourth, Cherry and Second again, 
and bas peen reviewed by the mayor and council, 
halting with the right resting on Second street, the 
hook and ladder contest will take place. 

This.contest will be very exciting from the very 
nature of the feats to be performed. The trucks 
will have to carry one large bed ladder, one thirty 
foot ladder, two smalie service ladders and one 
pole—all to be buckledo. naffied down as is usual 
for ranning. At the signa. the men will run wiih 
the truck one hundred and twenty-five yards, re- 
move the three ladders, throw a thirty foot ladder 
againsta three story wall, put a man to the top 
round, and descend, replace and fasten the ladcers 
and pole. The prise is one hundred dollarsin 
gold. 

The reel contests will be likewise interesting. 
There will be two separate tests. In the first test 
the reel will be stationed up Mulberry street near 
fhe monument, one hundred yards from the plug. 
The squad will at the signal carry the reel to 
the plug, attach and lay 100 feet of hose, discon- 
nect, attach pipe and play water toa flagman who 
will be statioaed 100 feet below the plug. The first 
purse will be $.00in gold, and the second wili be 
$50 in gold. 

The second test will be different. Tne reel will 
be stationed Swenty five yards from the plug. The 
sqnad will stand atthe point from which the reel 
was started in the first test, at the signal the equad 
will run to the reel and carry it to the plug, attach 
the pipe and play water tos tlagman, who will be 
stationed 100 feet below the piug. The first prize 
will be $75 in gold and the second prize $25 in gold. 

The engine tests will occur on Wednesday.

OLD FIRE TIMES IN MACON, 
There are poinis in the history of the Macon fire 


ae 


hap-hezzard record cf a newspaper howerer cares 
—- they maybe detailed san consigned to the 


er. 

une day in 1851 whem Macon was a small 
numbering something like six thousand walt aaa 
ofthe men to whom she owes much for her pres- 
ent splendid volunteer service chaneed to be 
in the city. He wasthen a mere boy aud while 
here Was drawn by aboy'’s natural curiosity toa 
fice which was ragivgin a bnildiug which stood 
where Hertz's store pow statids, at the corner of 
Second and Cherry streets. The city had no organ- 
ized fire department and nothing: was being done 
by regularly constituted firemen. he young maa 
looked on with a feeling of skin to awe as the fire 
repidly made its way through the bioek. 

* Has this place ro fire department?’’ he asked, 

Of the reply and the subsequent events, the eld 
fireman said yesterday: 

“Anold gentleman turned to me and said the 
city had engines but no company. Prior w tbat 
time the engines had been manned by siaves who 
were paid by the bour, and who worked under the 
direction of fire wardeus. [It huppened that at that 
time the organization of the department was ae 
to pieces, and therethe fire was barnine asidl ee 
streams were playing on it. Weil, we broke into 
the rear of a building which stood where George 8. 
Jones’ store now is, puiled out the old Lady 
Washington, a little crane necked concern that was 
n there, ran itout toa mud hole at the cerner of 
the sireet, rigged up the hose, gave about four 
sucks, gobbled upall the water that was in the 
mud hole and quit. We left the old thing out 
there in the rain and weather for sometime, That 
was my first connection wita the Macon fire dex 
partment.”’ 

Continued the narrator: 

“At that time thrre were two old double 
deckers th&t lay in an alley back of the Lanier 
house They were originally very tine engines, 
but I neversaw either of them at work. A joke 
used to be told that the double deckers were re- 
ceived here with contiderable eclat. It 
was raiuing when they were taken 
outand the firemen went out with thelr um- 
breilas to pull them to the houses. It is said that 
one ot the engines got stuck in the sand the 
firemen di cided it was \0o heavy and left it thera, 
After these engines were iaid away to rest and be 
came dismanutied the pumpivug machinery of ona 
was sold to the Findiey irou works and is now do- 
ing service therein the capacity—’"’ 

“Did the city continue without a fire depart- 
menutany lerg hoftime’’ 

“No. A houx and laddertruck and the little 
Lady Washington were rigged out aud occupied a 
house on Accdemy:quare The two vehicles con- 
tinued to be Manned Dy vegro siaves uuder the 
direction of tne fire wardens, The 
negroes Were appointed w rally to those en- 
giues at the sound of an alarm, and toeir masters 
were paid by the hour for the services rendered.,’’ 

*Waoatw sthe reaily primitive method of fight- 
ing fire in Macon?’’ 

‘Buckets and powder.’’ 

‘How was that?’ 

‘Bucket companies were organized, and on the 
sound of the alarm each memoer would report for 
duty with a stock of buckets. Two lines would 
be formed, and the full buckets would be 

up ove liue and the empty buckets be passed down 
another. Thus a coostant stream of water was 
kept on the fire,’’ 

* Suppose a roof was on fire?’’ 

“Io thatcase a ladder wou d be rua ¥ and the 
houses blanketed with wet biaukew. The water 
would be passed up the ladder in the same way as 
weuld be adopted in passing it along the line—a 
man would stand stilland hand it aleng.”’ 

*‘And the powder?’ 

‘“‘In case a fire got beyond control and was likely 
to go on aud do great damage, it wou!d be check- 
ed oy biowing uy the buildings that stood in the 
way of ihe flames.’’ 

“How?” 

“Why, puta keg of powder undera lower aill, 
touch a Inatch to and rune 
The explosion would shatier tae 
building and the hook aud ladder company would 
remove the debris out of the reach of the flmes. 
A man was kilied neartte Lanier house by an éx- 
plosion of that sort when that system of fice fight- 
iog wasin voguein Macon, and ltaw a man one 
day blown half way across the street by a b 
explosion gotten up to stop the progress of a fire. 
remembera laughable incident tbat occurred in 
1%51. A citizen named Smith hed a aouse painted 
wiih Blake’s patent fireproof paint. The house 
stood Gireetiy iu the way ofa fire and a large crowd 
of citizens had collected to see the paint stop the 
fire.’’

“The house burned like a nice pile of shavings.’’

DANFORTH KILLS HIS EMPLOYER 
LANDSBERG.

The Sewsation Created by Four Sharp Pistol] 8>ots— 
fhe Murdered Man Pe! s Dead on the Sidewalk 
~The Murderer Arres ed—The Corener’s 
Jury Finds Him Gaiity.

Macon, Ga., April 14.—Bang! bang! bang! bang! 

A few moments after seven o'clock tonight per- 
sons in the neighborhood ofthe ec: rner of Cherry 
and Third streets were startled by the rapid firing 
of an evidently heavy revolver. The firing was in 
the direction of the counting reom of the big whale» 
sale dry goods house of M. Nussbaum &(o. An 
instant later William Landsburg, a member oi the 
firm, appeared at the side door on Cherry street, 
shouted: ‘Murder! murder!”’ and fel! dead on 
the steps. 

THE TRAGEDY TOLD. 

A large crowd quickly collected at the spot, and 
those who were firston the spot saw the man 
breathe feebly twice anddie. He was picked up 
and carried in the cffice, while James Rhodes Ba- 
con Danforth. entry Clerk for the 
house, stood just outside with a 
still smokirg revolver in his hand. He walked to 
the door, ‘hrew the empty wea; on on the ground, 
and started down Cherry street toward Third, two 
men walkingto him and each taking his arm at 
the cornercf Third. Danforth sew the police om- 
cer Daniel Thomas and esked: 

‘*‘Are you an officer?” 

‘‘Yes,’’ said the officer. 

“Take me to jail.’’ 

‘‘What for?’ asked the officer. 

“I have killed a man,’’ cooly replied Danforth, 
The officer took the young mén in charge and car~ 
ried him to the barracks, where he was locked up. 
He gave no account of why Or how the killing was 
done. 

AN -INQUEST WAS HELD. 

The dead man was taken into the back room and 
placed on a sofa, and the coroner was sent 
for. He soon arrived, and a jary was 
summoned. Uptothattime no one could give 
any account ofthe homicide, one man only bays 
ing received a word from Danforth, and that was 
to the effect that it would all come out in the 
morning. By the time the jury wes ready for work 
an immerse crowd was collected on Cherry street.

Mr. Boifeulett was elecied foreman, and the 
inquest proceeded. The investigation was begun 
by ihe examination of Dr. Johnson, who probed 
the wounds, which were five 
in number. The rst wound 
examined was a wound on the face. Dr. Johnson 
testified as follows: The wound took effect in the 
left cheek near the angle of the nose, ranging 
downward into the mouth, fracturiag the lower 
jaw. The second shot enterted just one inch and 
a haif to the right of the breast bone, striking the 
third rib and rapging to the right. The next 
wound [d@Mowed the left hypochrondri«, ranging 
disgonsally to the right thrcugh the abdomen one 
inch and a half to the left of the medium line, one 
inch above the naval. One link of the watch chai 
was taken from the wound. The fourth ball struck 
the eighth rib on left side, and was not traceable, 
The fifth shot was under the left arm, and entet- 
ing the left lung, and ranging downward. 
The doctor said Landsberg must have 
raised his left arm as that shot 
was fired, and that the last mentioned wound
